B. Chase of the National Orange 
Company of Riverside: and C. C. 
Teague, a prominent lemon grower 
at Santa Paula. 

Tomorrow's hearing um be de- 
voted to the olive industry, premi- 
nent growers and picklerg having 
been called from the Mission Valley. 
the Elsinore district and San Ber- 
nardino county. Atl of the testi- 
mony offered will be made ino 
records which will be used at Wash- 
ington in a contemplated revision 
of the Tariff Act, which went into 
eect October 3, 19138.
